‘A fact of the highest importance, which 
for all that has escaped the notice of dip- 
lomatiaws, consuls, and my English con- 
freroe of the East, has just come to light in 
China. I mean the sudded transformation 
of the old and childish method of warfare 
ao long in use in that country, The Chinese 
art of war has become thoroughly moderns 
ized, and tends to cival thatof the weatern 
nations, The illidstrious man who haa 
brought about this radical transformation 
isthe Viceroy Li Hong-Tehang. It inat 
Tientsin that he is operating. Tientein is 
the industrial centre of war material, where 
the agentaof Canet, Krupp, and the Arm- 
strongs, enter into competition for the ao- 
ceptance of their deadly wares. In the 
tournaments of these rivale, the Germans 
have almost always carried off the prirea, 
At Port Arthur, in the province of Petchili, 
there are splendid cruisers, battle-ships, 
and gunboats built with all the recent im- 
provementsof naval science. It is note- 
worthy that a regular fleet has been created 
here in less than six years. 

*‘Since the last’ Franco-Chinese war the 
Celestials have opened their eyes, That 
great, sleepy people has become aronsed, 
Li Hong-Tchang has rudely shaken off their 
night covering. He has undertaken the 
task of waking them up thoroughly. He 
can claim the honor of having created genu- 
ine soldiers, organized in European style, 
and armed with the improved modern 
rifles, 

“On visiting the Imperial Military School 
at Tientasin, I had a chance to see the sol- 
diers mancouvring. Their exercises had the 
trade mark of their training. Their move- 
ments, regular,stiff, and sturdy, and their 
heavy and noisy march, with automatic 
precision, clearly indicated that German in- 
structors had been there. Li Hong-Tchang 
has reformed the army of China. 

** A German artillery officer; Major Von 
Richter, has been commissioned by the 
Viceroy to organize the new army of the 
north, that is to say, in the province of Pet- 
chili, Another officer from Berlin is in- 
stalled at the arsenal at Tikou,not far from 
the forts that command the entrance of the 
Pei Ho. Under his direction Chinese 
workmen turn out enormous quantities of 
shot, shell, and schrapnel, The Krupp 
establishment supplies the forts and ram- 
parts with guns of the latest pattern. 

Such is the progress in China. The de 
structive industry is booming in that coun- 
try. China is arming, and arming formid- 
ably, and her present time aim is to find 
within herself the military resources and 
the war material that she was formelry 
obliged to procure elsewhere. She is erect- 
ing upon different points of her immense 
territory numerous and important arsenals, 
workshops, and foundries, which change 
completely the national character of the 
country by pong * itin the European 
sense, ‘The city of Han-Yang, an i a 
ficant little place a short time ago, has now 
become, in less than a year, a military post 
of the first order, which is destined in the 
future to out-strip all the others. It is the 
centre of great works and gigantic found- 
ries, workshops, brickyards, and rifle 
factories. 

** From Han-Yang, which ie the central 
and strategic point of the empire, a railway 
is about to be built which will join Pekin 
to the north and Canton. 

** All the material for the mannfacture 
of small arms is at Hang-Yang. It forms 
the model which the Chinese will rapidly 
learn to copy from. They will very soon be 
in a position to dispense entirely with the 
services of their European teachers, 

‘* The arsenal of Nankin, which I was 
permitted to inspect, isa vaet construction] 
entirely modern. It is supplied with al, 
the modern material for the manufacture of 
engines of war; and from this place guns 
and rifles are abundantly supplied to the 
army. The rifles that are made at Nankin 
aresomething new. They are like our duck 
guns very heavy, and are handled by two 
men, But their range is extremely long. 
I have procured some of the cartridges of 
these guns, They are furnished with me- 
tallic cases. 

“This Nankin arsenal provides for every- - 
thing. Thereare moulds for shells of differ. 
ent sizes and forms, and one large section 
of the building is devoted entirely to the 
construction of the artillery of the fleet, I 
found there guns of the Hotchkiss, Maxim, 
and Nordenfeld patterns, 

** But it is mot necessary to enter into 
further details and to multiply examples. 
What I have seen in the centre of China

The Peace Congress, 


The Peace congress which held its session 
in Chicago the other day afforded an op- 
portunity to bring to public attention the 
absurdity of the method which has come 
down to us from past ages of settling in- 
ternational differences by the arbitrament 
of the sword. It was fortunate that at 
the time this conference came together it 
was possible to point to the settlement of 
an international dispute, by means of which 
both parties were gainers, one in having 
past claims for indemnity assured, the other 
in having guaranteed to it the undisturbed 
possession of a great and profitable indus- 
try. Two generations ago the quarrel over 
the Behring sea fur seal fisheries would 
have led to a war, for it is inconceivable 
that at that time England would have en- 
dured the seizure by United States cruisers 
and the condemnation by United States 
courts of vessels belonging to English mer- 
chants and have gone no further than enter 
® verbal protest. At the conference 
its president spoke of the great cost 
to the warlike nations of Europe 
of the armies which they maintain at all 
times ready for action, and contrasted these 
with the small military force which the 
United States government maintains, It 
seems to us, however, that ifthe cause of 
universal peace is ever to prevail it mest be 
on other than economic grounds. We 
do not believe in international arbitration, 
because any nation could save a hundred 
million dollars thereby, but because 
recourse to war in the settlement of 
these quarrels is a barbarous, abhor- 
rent and illogical method, and has in 
reality no ore justification than a 
oi Saag encounter between two men.

The flying ma- 
chine of the future would have greater 
specifie gravity than the air, Of this-Prof, 
Langley and Maxim were convinced, and on 
this principle one or both will soon succeed, 
The machine need not have wings. 
Nature was not always a wise guide; the 
steam locomotive got on well without legs.

It was also a mistake to suppose that great 
power was needed to propel a bedy in high 
air. It was absurd to suppose that a 
pigeon possessed half a horse-power. Steam, 
not electricity, would probably supply, the 
power of the air ship; at least until the 
atorage battery was made perfect, 

As to the future of the electri> lighting, 
Mr. Bell believes :t to be vast, almost infin- 
ite, This was demonstrated by the young 
Russian scientist, Nicolai Tesla, who before 
a New York audience lighted a hall by 
electricity passing through bis body, the 
light emanating from his outstretched fin+ 
ger tips. Electricity could, therefore, be 
made harmlesss to human health or life. 


** Tesla’s plan,” said Mr. Bell, ‘‘is to con- 
duct the current ina series of waves by 
ever-recurring instantaneous cessation, He 
can fill the dome of this room with a cloud 
of light, the supply of electricity coming 
from two zinc plates on eitheir side of the 
dome, these plates electrifying all the inter- 
veaing air.” 

Another electrician to whom Mr. Bell 
gives credit is a Brantford man named Cal- 
lender, who, he says, has perfected, or al- 
most perfected a telephone scheme which 
will do away with the service of the 
‘Hello gitl.” Brantford was for years 
Mr. Bell’s home and he is, therefore, 

| interested in all things Canadian. Particu- 
| larly, he was pleased to learn of the success 
of Allard,the old Point Levis blacksmith, 
in hardening copper like steel. This Mr. 
Bell regards as one of the greatest discover- 
ies of the age, the revival of a lostart. The 
marvel is, he says, that Allard should yet 
live in obscurity, a village blacksmith.

Savings of the People. 


phic ake re of the savings of the Canadian 
people deposited in the Post-Otfice bank is 
of special interest because it represents a 
good deal of the thriftand industry of the 
smailer wage-earnera of the country. The 
report of Mr. David Matheson, the superin- 
tendent of, the Savings Bank branch, for 
the year ending June, 1893, is just made 
public, and contains some facts of interest. 
The sum now standing in these banks to the 
credit of depositors is $24,153,193. This, 
of course, does not begin to state tha whole 
of the savings of the people. What aro 
known as the Government Savirgs Banks 
contains over $17,000,000 of deposits, and 
the chartered banks of the country contain- 
ed last year over $170,000,000 of deposits. 
The twenty-millions in the post-office and 
the seventeen in the Government banks are 
largely the yee) ge earnings of farmers, 
working men and other careful people who 
like to have their money safely deposited 
in institutions with the country’s credit 
pledged to their security, and who 
consider that it is rather an ad- 
vantoge to have money laid away 
where precipitate withdrawals are avoided 
by the one or two days’ delay in conform- 
ing to the present regulations. How much 
real thrift is represented in these deposits 
is seen 5 Mr. Matheson’s report. In the 
past year 148,808 deposits aggregated &7,- 
793,888, so that the average amount of each

Then from the tents rushed a dozen brave 
men. Half of them were armed with swords 
and hayoneted carbines, and they deavend+ 

ed upon the avengers with a yell that 
' awakened three sleeping guards at the weat 
end of the street, 

A fiight followed, in which sabres were 
freely used and with bloody effect, The trio 
made a bold stand, but were beaten into 

‘subjection, Rashed Ago received a wound 
in the side, Blood was seen on the faces of 
three other men after quiet had been re 
stored. 

While this fight was in progress the 
frighthned horse had been captured and 
the victim released. He was carried into 
| the tent unconscious, but a doctor brought 
i him around, Trouble has been brewing in 
| the Bedouin camp ever since it got a place 
,on the Midway, The men say that the 
management has paid them no salaries for 
several weeks, * 
| Three days ago five of them appeared be 
fore Director-General Davis and complained

three men who perpetrated the outrage on 
| Hastab Abahd were smypathizers with their 
exiled brothers, and had been threatened 
with exile, For this threat they held the 

victim of to-day’s torture responsible. 

Another fight took place in the Wild 
|Fast Show after 8 o'clock to-night. The 
-ambulance was called for, and the doctor 

ressed the wounds of two men. One was 
slashed across the cheek to the bone. The 
other had a contused jaw. 

The first had been cut by a sabre and the 
‘second by some blunt instrament. None of 
{the Bedouins would give information. A 
| Columbian guard, who rushed in to main- 

tain order, said that no less than five men 


and three women took a hand in the scrim- 


mage, and that swords and clubs were free 
| ly used. 


The Algues-Wortes Riots. 


Aigues-Mortes,the French town to which 
| recent occurrences have given so sad and 
_ ominous a celebrity, is a place of some re- 
‘nown in the history of France. It ia in the, 
department of Gard, situated on the canal 
of Grande Robine, about twenty miles 
south of the city of Nimes, and noted aa the 
point at which Saint Louis embarked on his 
ill-fated crusade. Some geographers argued 
that it must have been a seaport, but it is 
now believed that the King embarked in 
| sloop ona canal, the sea, then ag now, 
| being some miles away. In this part of 
| France Italian workmen are constantly em- 
, ployed and rivalries between them and the 
French laborers are not infrequent. But 
.no collision so deadly as that of recent 
' date has occurred for several years. On the 
, last occasion when a desperate quarrel of 
| the same kind took place, Marseilles was,, 
| the scene of it and considerable excitement 
‘prevailed for a good while in both coun- 
tries. It was only after assurances of protec- 
_tionandex pressions of regret fromthe French 
, Government that the feeling of resentment 
‘in Italy gradually died out. Itis much to be 
| deplored that a fresh outbreak of national 
| antipathy should have revived the old bitter, 
, ness, There seems to have been deficient 

provision, police or military, for checking

Orrawa, Sept. 1.—As foreshadowed | 
in the Hmpire last Monday, it was de- | 


cided at a meeting of tho Cabinet to- 
day to commission Hon 
Bowell, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, to visit Australia for the purpose 
of conferring with the several colonial 
governments on trade matters between 
Canada and the Australian colonies, and 
other subjects of interests to the two 
countries. This commission is, it is 
understood, the outcome of the estab- 
lishment of the direct line of eteamers 
between Sydney and British Columbia. 
In choosing Mr. Bowell for this impor- 
tant duty, the Government is acting in 
conformity with the resolutions passed 
by the various boards of trade, which 
urged thé necessity of extending trade 
between the different colonies to its full- 
est extent. It is understood that Mr. 
Bowell will not only look into trade 
matters, but will confer with the several 
povernments with a view to the estab- 
ishment of mutual tariff arrangement. 
Mr. Bowe!! will leave Ottawa for British 
Columbia on Wednesday or 1hursday 
next to catch the steamer Warrimoo, 
which sails from Vancouver on the 16th 
st.

Will dhe Untied States Mave te Pay tn.

There ia a rumour current at Washiagton 
that the United States will be called upon 
to pay damages to the tune of two millions 
of dollars for the seizures made in the 
Behring Sea ; aleo that a payment will be 
necessary on account of the exclusion of 
British veasele from the same sea doring 
the pendency of the negotiations. The 
question of damages resolves itvelf into two 
branches, each one of which was treated of 
in & separate convention, Of course the 
more important issue is that arising out of 
the actual seizures. These captures were 
confeasediy made outside of the three mile

vessels the United States Government 
avoids any defence of the action of the 
ctulsera with reference to them.

their officers and crew are explicit. There 
it is stated that the Behring Sea is territor- 
ial water, and that for that reason the pen- 
alties were inflicted. That the ships were 
illegaily seized, that fines were improperly 
imposed, and that the incarceration of the 
men was unjust, there can now be no doubt, 
The. Canadian Government would have es- 
tablished these points before the Supreme 
Court of the United States long ago had 
objection not been taken by the Adminis- 
tration at Washington to a review of the 
decision of the Alaskan tribunal at that 
time. It will be remembered that while 
our neigbhours were dallying over the r 
position to arbitrate, the Minister of Jus- 
tice entered an appeal in the Supreme Court 
against the condemnation of the Sayward. 

he Cabinet at Washington was somewha’ 
surprised by this sudden and unexpected 
move, and interpreted it as a palpable at- 
tempt to elicit from one department in the 
United States a condemnation of the action 
of another department. The Supreme 
Court might well have gone on with the! 
case, Had it done so, there is every reason 
to believe, in view of the vote which Mr. 
Justice Harlan, one of its memhers, gave at 
Paris. the other day, in opposition to the 
— of the United States, that 

Vashington would have been self condemn- 
ed. But the conrt accepted the plea that 
it would be injudicious to settle before that 
tribunal a question already in diplomatic 
channels ; and thus the Canadian attempt 
to corner Uncle Sam was defeated. But 
meanwhile the treuty referring the issue to 
arbitration was in course of preparation. 
Lord Salisbury during the negotiations 
proposed that the arbitrators should be ssk- 
ed to assess damages in 


RESPECT OF THE SEIZURES. 


To this Mr. Blaine replied that if Great 
Britain insisted upon its point the United 
States would claim damages for seals i!le- 
gally taken by the British sealers from 
American waters. Thus, if Great Britain 
should win on the question of jurisdiction 
the United States would have to nay; 
whereas if the United States should win 
Great Bsitain would have to pay. This 
rather clever parry on the part of Mr. 
Blaine was successful, There war, thero- 
fore, inserted in the treaty of reference a 
clause which declared that the high con- 
tracting parties having found themselves 
unable to agree on the question of the li- 
ability of each for injuries inflicted, and 
being solicitous that this subordinate ques- 
tion should not delay the arbitration, “‘ do 
agree that cither may submit to the arbi- 
trators any question of fact involved in 
said claims, the question of the liability of 
either Government upon the facts found to 
be the subject of further negotiation.” 
From this it is plain that while the arbi- 
trators were entitled to indicate which side 
had been injured they were not authorized 
to say how much should be paid. It ‘is 
rather to be regretied that such was the 
situation ; but there it is, and it is clear 
that the question as to the amount to be 
paid will become the enbject of further 
DIPLOMATIC ACTION, 

It will not do then to be too sure of the 
reported two millions. The second branch 
of the damage question arises out of tho 
modus vivendi, Great Britain agreed to 
keep sealers ont of the Behring Sea until 
the end of October, 1893, by which time it 
was expected the whole dispute would be

When the idea of the “ theaterphone” 
was first mooted in Paria its feasibility was 
much questioned, but a Parisian syndicate 
took up the project with such energy that 
the city has now eflective service which 
supplies entertainment to a list of subscrib- 
ers numbering over 1,500, and the installa. 
tion ia connected with all the principal 
theaters. 

London now seeks to emulate Paris in 
this successful development, and an “ elec. 
trophone” company has been organized with 
a very ambitious programme. c— 

The electrophone is ernetenny the tele- 
phone modified in such a manner as to 
serve the pu of transmitting sound 
from public buildings such as concert halls, 
theaters, churches and lecture rooms, wo 
certain centers for redistribution, thence to 
receiving points by conductors radiating 
from these centers of exchanges. 

Thus the public by the payment of a 
small fee, can hear a portion of the enter- 
taiument proceeding at one or the other 
of the London theaters, 

Specially constructed transmitters are 

laced on tho stage of the theater, just in 
frent of the footlights, whence the sound is 
conveyed over the wires of the local tele« 
phone company to tke electrophone ex- 
changes for redistribution to private sub- 
ecribers and to a system of automatic boxes 
fitted up in clubs, restaurants, railway sta- 
tions, hotels and similar places of public 
resort. 

If a man is disposed to go ont in search 
of amusement, he can turn on the electro. 
phone service in his club or hotel, or even 
in his private house, and have immediately 
at his command practically the whole range 
of entertainment going on inthe city. In 
addition to connection with theaters and 
other places of amusement, it is proposed 
to connect the system with churches and 
the law courte, 

It is even hoped that it will be possible 
to obtain the same privilege in the House of 
Commons, and several members of parlia- 
ment are said to be stongly in favor of the 
idea, 

A commendable feature of the service 
will be its cennection with the principal 
Lendon hospitals free of charge, so that it 
will be a source of pleasure and comfert to 
the thousands of sufferers who,during each 
year, are treated in those admirable in- 
stitutions. 

In addition to the sound service the elec- 
trophone company proposes to attach an 
intelligence bureau to its central oxchange 
for the convenience of subscribers where 
commissions of any kind will be carried out 
for a small fee, :

tt is Making its Mark in the World at a 
Great Rate. 


The English, Russian, German, French, 
Spanieh, Itahan, Portuguese and Scandi+ 
navian are the most powerful lang 
within the bounds of Christian civilization, 
because they are the tongues of vigorous 
people.

It is only necessary to note the popula- 
tion, according to the several languages, te 
realize the unchangeable future’of the Eng- 
lish, now striding on and on over the face 
of the earth with wonderful impetnosity 
and a vigor that will not be restrained. 

Englisn is spoken by 99,000,000 of people. 
Ruesian 75,000,000 German 56,000,000, 
French 40,000,000, Spanish 38,000,000, 
italian 29,000,000, Portuguese 14,000,000, 
and Scandinavian 9,000,000. Within the 
control of the government of these several 
languages, England rules over 255,000,000 
of people who do not as yet speak the Eng- 
lish language, and the other seven nations 
have only 76,009,000 outside of themselves 
—an astonishing difference, 

Considering them by territorial limita, 
leaving out Russia, we find the English lan- 
guage to own 12,592,056 square miles, Ger- 
man, 449,634, French 571,578, Spanish 4,- 
64,511, Italian 114,466, Portuguese 4,028, - 
Sli and Seandinavian 1,308, The ag- 
— number of aquare miles possessed 
vy these six languages is 11,167,420, which 
sitogether own 2,215,006 miles square leas 
than the English. The balance itself is more 
than Germany, France and Spain put to-

Roup in Poultry. 


The first symptoms of th‘s discase are not 
unlike those of m severe cold; sneezing, 
hoarseness, eyes ‘watery and = 
from the nose of a watery pature. In 
later stages thie discharge becomes thick 
and yellowish and dries around the nos- 
trils. Itis very offensive. This is one of 
the sure signs of the disease. As it ad- 
vances the eyesand whole head become 
swollen. It is really a disease of the lin- 
ing membrane of the nose, which becomes 
inflamed and swollen and secretes the 
watery discharge. ‘here is also great 
difficulty in breathing. One of the best 
means of detecting the approach of 08 is 
to raiso the wing of the suspected fowl in 
the morning and eceif the feathers are 
smeared with the discharge which has rub- 
bed off when the head was put under the 
wing at night. Also look at the nostrils 
and see if they are clogged. In very 
serious cases death ensues in three to eight 
dayaafterthe first symptoms occur. The 
causes of this disease are numerous, chicf 
of these being acold whichis often taken by 
drafta of sir blowing over fowls while at 
roost. t anything which lowers the tone 
of the system, bad food, lice, bad ventilation 
filthy houses, ete., will bring it on. Roup 
is most common in Autumn and Winter 
when fowla are exposed often to vold drafts 
and damp, sunless quarters. It is very 
contagious and transmitted either when a 
diseased fowl touches another or when a 
well one gets the discharge by drinking 
from the sance vessel, It is also said that 
if the discharge is brought in contact with 
the human eye or a wound or scratch on the 
hand, it will cause serious intlammation ; 
therefore, care must be taken in handling 
sick fowls. When a decided case pf roup 
appears, unless the bird is very valuable, 
kill it, The first stages however, if 
attended to at once may be easily 
cured, Kemove at once from the flock, 
if more than one is affected, keep each 
one separate, give warm, dry quarters and 
good nourishing food, well salted. Various 
modes of treatment are recommended for 
more advanced « of the disease, al- 
ways keeping the fow) from well ones and 
keeping dry and warm. One author- 
ity recommends immersing the head 
in warm salt water long enough at a 
time that some of it may be drawn up into 
the nostrila, Other tried remedies are the 
use of camphorated oil injected into the 
nostrils ; giving doses of cod liver oil con- 
fining the hens in the house and burning 
equal parte of pine tarand spirits of turpen- 
tine ; take strong alum waterand mix with 
one third ite quantity of strong vinegar and 
wash the head well twice a day, making 
eure that itis forced through the nostrils, 
Powdered Charceal added to the food is 
always beneficial in this disease,also adding 
mustard or pulverized ginger or cayenne 
as te Bathe the head with warm water- 

etimes an operation is necessary to re° 
move the hard lump of the secretion which 
forms in the eyes or nostrils, but the ordin- 
ary poultry keeper will probably not care to 
try this, These and many other remedies 
are offered, but the best plan is to keep the 
flock free from the disease, This can easily 
be done with alittle care. Prepare a house 
which will be free from drafts, however 
roughly it may be put together. Do not leave 
the chickens to rost anywhere and every. 


where, eat whatever they can get and take 
care of themselves generally. If one is dis. 
‘covered showing signs of roupe remove at

Seab,in Sheap. 


A correspondent asks as to scab in shee 
Anreply we say: It ia more than probable 
that the disease is occasioned by neglect. 
That in ill-kept sheep it quickly assumes a 
virulent form there is no doubt, since on 
fat sheep, or those in the full @uth of growth 
it is evident, as in other farm animals, the 
parasities cannot get control of the body of 
the sheep. Scab is known by the Fenelly 
cee Cepeeans a the sheep, and by bare 
sehes of the skin ; by their rabbing the 
rritated parts, and if closely examined, b 

reddish, pimply spots, upon which o anal 
blister or vesicle Baan. The infested sheep 
also are restless, apd rab ves against 
trees and relieve the intolerable 
itching. Later sore _— will be foand, 
the appetite fats, and if relief is not given 
the animal dies, The mange afecting the 
horse, ox; dog, and cat, depends upon the 
presence of insects, There are different in, 
Sects, known as acari, infestiag differen, 
animale, b+ ving distinctive characteristic, 


and renders fully apparent the action of the 
| structures, showing, as the feet advance, 
‘how the disks are expanded to grasp the 
jaurface of the substance over which the 
lacarua is moving, apparently retaining 
their hold in obedience to the volition of 
} the animal. Thus its stracture adapts it 
| for crawling over and adhering to the skin, 
instead of burrowing beneath it. Burrow. 
ling acari, like the itch insect in man, are 
always armed with cutting teeth, set in 
strong jaws, and their legs are very 
short. The body of the female acarus is 
larger than that of the male, rounder in 
form, the fourth pair of legs are devel- 
oped nearly as well as the third, and are 
supplied with terminal sucking disks, The 
accompanying illustrations represent a 
female acarus magnified one hundred diame- 
tera,. and » young six-legged acarus, also 
magnified one hundred diametera. Mature 
mites are visible to the naked eye as pel- 


lucid points of the size of a pin’s head. Var- | 


ious experiments have en made to 
ascertain the se seme of the growth’ and 
reproduction of these parasites. The young 
acari have been detected in fourteen days 
from the direct transference of the acarus to 
the skin of the sheep. Ina month the dis- 
ease has spread over a space of five inches ; 


in ten to twelve weeks pretty nearly over | 


the whole body. A greater or less amount 
of time may be required under different cir- 
cumstances of temperature, and other mod- 
ifying influences. The first sign of the 
existence of scab is rubbing against any 
projecting body within reach; as it extends, 
sheep bite themselves, kick with their hind 
feet at their sides and shoulders. If one is 
caught and the hand placed on the mouth, 
while infected parts are scratched, gratifica- 
tion is evinced by nibbling at the hand, and 
when tho infection is severe or general this 
nibbling movement is an infaliblesign. Ex- 
amination will disclosespots on theskin, white 
and hard, the centermarked with yellow point 
of exudation, which adheres to the wool, 
matting the fibres together. The wool may 
be firm on these spots, and no scabs are 
seen at this stage. Then the yellow mois- 
ture, evaporating, gives place to a yellow 
scab, which adheres firmly to the skin and 
wool, law places appear at points which 
the animal can reach with his teeth and 
hind feet. The disease is complicated in 
summer by the presence of the larvie of the 
blow-fly, the maggots burrowing under the 
scab. The animal becomes nervous, excited 
to wildness, and cannot obtain properly 
either food or rest, thus losing flesh and 
becoming reduced to a akeleton, from con- 
stant irritation and lack of nutrition, only 
the strongest animals recovering if left 
without treatment. Arsenic and mercury 
are often employed very effectually, but 
they are poisonous, and therefore va ba eda 
tothe sheep. These and other solutions 
are used both as washes and dips, Sudden 
changes of woather and locality, or a defi- 
ciency of food after such treatment, often 
induce serious or fatal results which can not 
be guarded against. 4Vhole flocks have 
thus been lost. Mercurial ointment, with 
olive oil anda little tarpentine, is popular 
in England, nevertheless, and is regarded 
as improving the yield of wool, Experi- 
ment proves that the acarua will live in 
arsenic and sulphur some hours ; potash is 
more fatal, and tobacco more deadly still, 
killing ina few minutes. But carbolic 
acid is probably the most potent remedy 
used, When combined with one hun- 
dred times its bulk of water, it has 
killed acari in two minutes; when used 
with fifty times its bulk of water, a degree 
of potency harmless as a dip, it in- 
variably kills in forty to ninety seconda, 
While the above remedies may be en- 
tirely efficacious, and are to be recommend.

The Americans and the Award. 


The American papers continue to express 
dissatisfaction at the Behring Sea decision. 
Itis very generally believed by Canadians 
that the growling on the part of our neigh- 
bors is considerable of asham. Our sealers 
are aunit in the belief that the award is 
against them, and it is consequently diffi- 
cult for them to believe in the sincerity of 
the Americans when they declare that they 
are the losers in.connection with the decis- 
ion, The Montreal Witness does not 
think there is any deception about the 
American dissatistaction, Not that the 
ease is any better for Canadians than it at 
first appeared tobe, but simply that the 
case boing bad for Canadians does not by 
any means prove it altogether good" for 
Americans, What the Americans wanted 
was that they should be placed in 4 position 
to defend seals against all pelagic hunting. 
They did not care whether they got this as 
owners of Behring Sea, as owners of the 
seal herd, or as protectors of the seal herd 
for the good cf the world. They claimed 
the right of monopolizing seal killing, 
whether by land or sea, in the western half 
ot Behring Sea and the Pacific Ocean on each 
and all of these grounds. The arbitration 
has told the United States that they have 
no such rights, and have no ground what- 
ever to exercise any protection over seals 
beyond their own territorial waters of 
three miles from coast. They are by this 
decision, to which they have agreed to sub- 
mit, declared to have no power to interfere 
with the sealers of other nations. That is the 
law as laid down by the Arbitration, and 
they have to bow toit. It is only common 
sense, anyway. The consequence of this 
decision is that sealing vessels may 
be sent out at any season of the 
year by any foreign nation and may 
| kill seals anywhere on the high seas 

three miles distant from the breeding isl- 
ands, by any method whatever, and the- 
United States cannot raise a finger to inter- 
fere with them except by diplomacy with 
nations whose flags they fly. That is the 
law as laid iowa by the Arbitration and as 
accepted by the United States. The position

The Apple Orop, 


Late mail advices from Epgland report 
the apple crop of the United Kingdom very 
promising, the prospects foreshadowing a 
very much larger yield than has been ex~ 
perienced for some years past, with quality 
of fruit also superior. The crop being in a 
much more forward condition than pf late 
years, English authorities write to the effeet 
that it is expected to be marketed earlier 
than usual, and that supplies from Canada 
will not.have to compete with the great 
bulk of the English yield. This canaet 
have reference to our early fall apples, which 
caused such aglut inthe English markets 
last year, long before the winter stock was 
ready for export, and sent down prices to a 
most unprofitable basis, from which the 
markets on the other side did not fully re- 
cover for along time, According to the 
best advices there will be a good demand at 
fairly remunerative prices for good to choice 
Canadian and United States winter frait, 
But on this point it may be stated that in 
this (London) district, and north through 
Huron and Bruce and Perth, and south te 
Lake Erie the winter apple crop is a failure, 
and whatever prices are will make but 
little difference to this part of Ontario, 
The Trade Bulletin on this question says 
one well-known English firm writes from 
Liverpool undsr date of July 20th as fol- 
lows :—'* As regards the superior qualities: 
of American and the winter stock of Can- 
adian, we do not hesitate to expect a good 
demand.” The same journal takes excep- 
tion 'o this in view of the disastrous resulta 
to Canadian shippers: last season, who were 
led to pay ridiculously high pricea, through 
the encouraging prediction of their English 
correspondents. On this account alone re- 
ceivers on the other side should have some 
consideration for exporters on this side, 
and should hesitate a good deal before lead- 
ing them into ruinous competition similar 
to that of 1802, which financially rattled 
quite a number of operators. Of course it 
may be argued from the standpoint of Eng- 
lish commission houses that their object is 
to solicit allthe consignments they can, and 
that in any event they are on the right side, 
as they are sure of their commissions, ete., 
let the market go up or down, and that if 
one setof shippers drop out another will 
drop in; as the crop has to be handled any- 
way. Nevertheless, considering the un- 
merciful peppering which United States 
and Canadian shippers received last season, 
English houses should be very careful be- 
fore again encouraging buyers on this sids 
to duplicate last year's disastrous competi 
tion, which flung everything into the lap ¢ 
growers, and leit nothing forthe men upo 
whom devolved all the trouble and anxiet 
in moving the crop out of the country.

he wood pigeon charms his lady-love by 
A series of acrial evolutions and a curious 
flopping of bis strong winged feathers, puff- 
ing his breast and tenderly cooing. 

At mating time the plamage of male birds 
is more handsome than at any other period 
~«indeed, some birda assume different color 
in the apring. 

Yellow-hammers charm their mates by 
displaying their tail feathers in the form of 
a fan; starlings chatter in the sunshine to 
show the metallic beauty of their breast 
feathers, and swallows circle and double in 
graceful flight before their lady-loves. 

Bright shells, flowera, feathers and grase- 
es. are laid by the bower bird at the en- 
trance of his partner's retreat: and tiny 
humming birds woo most assiduously, show- 
ing off their lovely hues and engaging in 
fierce combat with a possible rival, even 
bringing nectar from choice flowers for the 
delectation of their fairy brides. 

Hen birds exhibit all the vagaries of their 
sex, and pretend to be indifferent to the 
exertions of their admirers. 

Frogs have an original way of lovemaking, 
and as soon as evening shades fall,commence 
to croak loudly té their mates, sometimes 
great numbers of them combining in one 
unmasical chorus.

To Deal With Drankards. 


The British Parliament has before it the 
report of a committee recommending 4 
much more drastic method of dealing with 
drunkards than British law now permits, 
This committee was apppointed under the 
Salisbury Government and has among its 
members several eminent physicians and 
the superimtendent of the Broadmore Crim- 
inal Lunatic Asylum. Under an act passed’ 
in 1879 there were established some re- 
treats orreformatories for the treatment and 
cure of drunkards{who chose to go to them 
voluntarily. This committee finds that a 
considerable portion of the drunkards who 
enter these reformatories are cured and that 
more would bs if they would remain 
longer; therefore, they recommend that | 
Parliament give magistrates the power to 
send these dipsomaniacs to these retreats 
for a period not exceeding two years, This 
commitment may be made on petition of 
the relatives of the inebriate or at the 
discretion of the magistrate, and it sub- 
jects the drunkard toa rigorous discipline 
and close confinement if necessary, A drank- 
ard may still be admitted to these re- 
treats on his own petition, but once in he 
must stay there until discharged as cured, 
He may select his own retfeat whether sen- 
tenced or voluntarily going there, afd such 
property as he has would he liable for his 
and hia family’s maintenance daring his con- 
finement, The poorer classes are to be pro- 
vided forfrom the public treasury orin public 
asylums. The semi-criminal class of habitual 
drunkards with whom the police have to 
deal are to be subject to an indeterminate 
sentence, whichshall not be less than a year, 
upon their third conviction for drunkenness 
or being proved guilty of ill-treatment or 
neglect of their families. It is also proposed 
to give the police in the large towns and 
cities the power to arrest without a warrant 
all persons found drunk on the public streets 
or in public places and lock them up until 
they can be tried before a magistrate. These 
last suggestions of the committee are re- 
garded as bold and almost revolutionary, for 
the right of the Briton to be drunk on the 
streets has been regarded asan inalieriable 
one. Public sentiment is said, however, to 
approve the recommendations of this com- 
mittee which are largely based on the legis 
lation in force in several ot our States, and 
they are likely to be enacted by the Com. 
mons and probably by the Lords also.

In times of commercial depression and 
social distress, Englishmen constantly make 

roposals for settling all their social troubles 

sy getting the people “back te the land.” 
There is a good deal of cant in the cry, and 
the people who make use of it do not know 
exactly what they mean. The remarkable 
fact is that the people are everywhere leav- 
ing the land and crowding to the towns, This 
ia one of the greatest drawbacks to modern 
civilization. . applies not only to Europe 
generally, and to America, but also to new 
countries like Argentina, Brazil, South 
Africa, and Australia. The peop'e prefer 
an urban toa rural life because the former 
supplies them with a large amount of in- 
terest and excitement, and also because they 
obtain better temuneration for their labor 
in towns than they doin agricultural dis 

tricte. A great portion of the recent 
trouble in Australia bas been in consequence 
ofthe people crowding tothe cities and 
leaving the land. But the purpose of our 
remark was to show that even if the people 
were toget back to the land in England 
they would not find its cultivation a very 
profitable business. Some people have 
often u co-operative societies to engage 
in the cultivation of land as well as in re- | 
tail shop trading. They are the best abie |

Demonetising silver in India, which suspen- 
sion of free coinage of the rupee amounts to, 
would increase the gold value of the rupee, 
and reduce the interest India has to pay 
England on her gold debt. Therefore taxa- 
tion could be reduced. The rupee being 
depreciated in value, the price of commodi- 
ties would decline, and laborers could only 
convert the surplus product of their labor 
into « lesser quantity of coin, thyg having 
less to give in exchange for reduced taxation 
and the necessaries or luxuries they desired. 
Produce being cheaper, the material for 
manufacture would be cheaper, and manu« 
— — also decline, and if the 
theory that high prices denote it 
holds good the poreues ought to ewer whan 

rices are low and demonetization of mlver 
in India be an unmixed evil. To remove 
India by a stroke of the pen from the 
number of silver consuming countries would 
be to throw one-fourth more silver on the 
markets of the world, and reduce the price 
at once to 33 pence per ounce, or by depre- 
ciating silver to that extent, it would make

A New Zealand Wender, 


The most curious of all objecta in New 
Zealand is that which the Maoris call 
“aweto.” One is uncertain whether to 
call it an animal or a plant. In the first 
stage of ite existence it is simply a cater- 
pillar abont three or four inches in length, 
and always found in connection with the 
rata tree, a kind of flowering myrtle. It 
appears that when it reaches full rowth, it 
buries itself two or threeinches uadergroand, 
where, instead of undergoing the ordinary 
chrysalis process, it becomes Ubersey & 
transformed into a plaut, which exactly fil 
the body, and shoots up at the neck to o 
height of eight or ten inches. This plant 
resembles in appearance a diminutive bal- 
rush ; and the two, animal and plant, are 
always found inseparable. Une is apt to 
relegate it to the domain of imagination, 
among dragons and mermaids ; but then its 
existence and nature have been accepted by 
the late Frank Buckland. How it propa- 
gates its species isa mystery, One travel- 
ler, after describing its dual nature, calmly 
states thatit is the grub of the night butter- 
fly. Ifso, then the grub must also become 
a butterfly, or what becomes of the species? 
One would be ready to suppose that the 
arub does really so, and that some fungus 
finds the cast-off slough congenial quarters 
for ite growth, But as far as present observ- 
ation goes the grub never becomes a butter- 
fly, but is changed in every case into a 
plant. —{Chambers’s Journal,

Youth, energy, determination, a 
capacity to spurn delight, and to be inde- 
pendent of social intercourse—all these 
qualifications are indispensable, not only to 
success in such a venture, but to enduring 
it in the prospect of far-off reward, It is 
not a ventare for blese cynics who are sick 
of the artificial pursuit of old world socie- 
ties, but for younger men of unspoilt and 
untainted life, of vigorous temperament 
and fresh feelings, who prefer an ont-of-door 
and open-air existence to all the pleasures

The human family living on earth to-day 
consists of about 1,459,000,000 souls—not 
fewer,probably more. These are distributed 
literally all over the earth’s surface there be- 
ing no considerable spot on the globe where 
man has not found a foothold. In Asia, the 
socalled ** cradle of the human race,” there 
are now about 800,000,000 eo densely 
crowded, on an average of about 120 to 
every square mile. In Europe there are 
320,000,000, averaging 100 to the square 
mile, not so crowded as Asia, but every- 
where dense, and in many places overpopu- 
lated. In Atrica there are approximately, 
210,000,000, and in the Americas—North, 
South and Central— 110,000,010 these latter, 
of course, relatively thinly scattered over 
broad areas, On the islands, large and small, 
there are probably 10,000,000 more.

An Escape tm the Sky. 

Once ina while a meteor plunging into 
the atmosphere of the earth is neither con- 
sumed by the heat developed through fric- 
tion nor precipitated upon the surface of 
the globe, but pursues its way into open 
space again. 

Its brief vareer within human ken may 
be compared to that of a comet travelling 
in a parabolic orbit, which, as if yielding to 
a headi@mg curiosity, almost plunges into 
the sun anc then hastens awya again, never 
to return. 

In July, 1892 one of these escaping me- 
teors was seen in Austria and Italy. CUare- 
ful computations based wpon the observa- 
tions which were made in various places 
have shown that it was visible along a 
track, in the upper air, about six hundred 
and eighty miles in length, When at its 
nearest point to the earth it was elevated 
forty-two miles above the surface. 

From tis point it receded from the earth, 
its elevation when last seen being no less 
than ninety-cight miles, 

Although the resistance of the atnosphere 
was not sufficient to destroy the motion of 
this strange visitor, which contented itself 
with so brief a glimpse of our globe, yet it 
carried the effects of that resistance out 
into space with it, and can never shake 
them off. . 

No matter what its previous course may 
have been, the retardation that it suffered 
during its passage through the air sutticed 
to turn it into a different direction, and to 
send it along another path than that which 
it had been following. 


Why British Soldiers Wear Rea, 

In Macmillan’s Magazine, Major the 
Hon. J. W. Fortescue writes an interestin 
paper called ‘* A Chapter on Redcoats, 
which deals with the adoption of red as the 
color of the British army. Everybody re- 
members the outcry of a few years ago in 
consequence of a mistaken notion that the 
glorious red was to be supplanted by a coat 
of grey. ‘“‘Abolish the red,” cried the 
public, “‘and you cut the noblest traditions 
of the British army.” Before the time of 
Cromwell, soldiers in England dressed 
pretty much as they or their captains pleas- 
ed, and not unfrequently when the combat 
was at close quarters they telt difficulty in 
distinguishing foes from friends. To the 
great Protector, the organizer of the invin- 
cible Ironsides, the British army owes its 
redcoats. In other words, what isnow the 
hue of loyalty was the distinguishing color 
of those whom King Charles called “rebels,” 
and, to add to the contrast, the first red 
coats were given out to these sturd 
“rebels” under the shadow of Royal Wind- 
sor, Some of the regiments did not care 
for red. Cromwell dealt with them in 
characteristic fashion. “Sir,” he wrote to 
Mr. Russell, ‘I hear your troops refuse the 
new coats. Say this: Wear them or go 
home. I stand no nonsense from anyone, 
It is a needful thing we be as one in color, 
mach ill having been from diversity of 
clothing, to slaying of friends by friends.”

Heroltam at Sea. 

In spite of greatarmaments, actual war- 
fare does not occupy a large share of the 
world’s attention in these later years. The 

reatest feats of bravery are performed 
n private life. Now and then, however, 
fate brings to the modern warrior a chance 
to die grandly. Such ano tunity came 
to many officers and men of the British navy 
when, in the Mediterranean Sea, on a beauti« 
ful June day, the battle-ship Victoria, obey- 
ing the flect admiral’s order to deploy sixteen 
points to Leaky was ran into by the. ram of 
the iron ship Camperdown, which was sim- 
ply nee fat an order to deploy sixteen points 
to starboard, 

These were very — ordera, bui more 
than one man on the “Victoria knew that 
they meant for him, ‘ Now give your life 
for your country, for the admiral has 
blundered !” 

In a few moments the great ship began to 
sink and turn, like an iren kettle one rim of 
which has been dipped beneath the surface 
ofa pond, The men were, under orders, 
endeavoring to close the collision bulkheads, 
intended to shut off the water from the main 
part of the ship. 

The admiral, Sir George Tryon, stood on 
the bridge. He saw, too late, that the ship 
must godown. He gave the order, * Let 
every man eave himself!" Then he folded 
bis arma, but took no step to save himeelf, 
He prepared to die, as if in expiation of his 
terrible mistake, 

A boatewain, at the risk of his own life, 
which no doubt he might have saved, came 
running to the admiral with a life-preserver 
—a belt of cork. The admiral refused tow 
take it, and bade the man save himself. 
With arms still calmly folded, the admiral 
went to the bottom, 

This was pure heroism, which we may 
admire, in spite of the man’s strange and 
fatal blunder, But the commander of a 
great vessel could not have done leas in such 
asituation. His ‘* business was to die.” 

Meantime the men below were performing 
an act of heroism nobler still than that of 
the admiral, because it was less in the eye 
of the world, and had in it nothing of the 
quality of atonement for a fault. 

Refusing co obey the order to save them- 
selves, they continued in their places below 
in the careening ship, still endeavoring, 
against all hope of success, to close the colli- 

ion bulkheads; and while they were still 
heroically at work, the sea engulphed them. 

If it is possible to make comparisons in 
such a case, where all, officers and men, who 
gave up their lives withoutan attempt to 
save them were equally perspaded that they 
were dying for their country, the highest 
honor would be awarded to the common 
sailors.

The other 
large cities outside of Manitobaand British 
Co'umbia generally have representatives 
at Ottawa, but sometimes assign the 

work to oneof the numerous correspond- 
ents there. These gentleman some- 
times report foras many as half a dozen 
papers each, Of course, short reports only 
are required, otherwise they would not be 
able to cope with the task, The French 
press of Montreal and Quebec despatch 
special reporters to Ottawa. In addition 
to the gallery proper there is an upper 
gallery, where correspondents for the 
smaller papers and the country weeklies are 
accommodated. The affairs of the press 
gallery are administered by a president, 
executive committee, and secretary, who are 
elected annually. The annual meeting is 
warrieneed held 20 days after the opening of 

arliament. One of the most important 
duties of the executive is the receiving and 
considering of the credentiais of applicants 
for admission to the gallery. This is a work 
of considerable importance, because year 
after year shoals of persons make application 
on the strength of writing a monthly letter 
for the Bunkum Bugle, or some other such 
influential journal, whose sole object 13 to 
avail themselves of the privileges of the 
gallery. Another important duty on the 
part of the executive is the allotment of 
seats. This is done soon after the opening 
of Pasliament. The reporters of Conserva- 
tive journals are given seats on the right,and 
those of the Liberal press on the left of the 
Speaker's chair, regard being paid to the 
importance of the paper and the amount of 
work to be cone. 


THE REPORTERS AT WORK, 


The reporters’ gallery in the House of 
Commons it about 5 feet in width, and 
stretches immediately above the chair of the 
Speaker. It contains about 30 seats, 15 on 
each side, but itis only on the occasion of 
important debates that these are occupied 
all the time. A long narrow desk runs 
down the entire front fitted with drawers 
for the storing of ‘‘copy”” paper or copies of 
bills, So good are the acoustic properties 
of the chamber, and so well situated is the 
gallery, that almost the faintest whisper 
on the part of any legislator can be heard; 
and none of the cross-tiring that accompanies 
a fierce debate is lost. 

The rate of speed at which members talk 
in the House of Commons averages from 
140 to 150 words. 
talk far in excess of that rate. :

It is not only in reporting the parliament- 
ary debates that the reporter is em- 
ployed. Committees meet at about the 
same hour every morning in both the Senate 
and House of Commons to consider im- 
portant measures, Then transactions have 
to be noted. Deputations constantly ‘ar- 
riving in town have to be followed; up and 
the objectof their mission obtained. The 
various departments have to be visited every 
morning for items, and the mission of the 
news gatherer forces him to pry almost into 
theawful mysteries of the Privy Council 
chamber itself. Lobbying is an important 
tart of the newspaper man’s work. The 
corridors of the House are constantly ex- 
plored for members who have any pointers 
to give. The most authoritative intorma- 
tion, however, is to be Ret only from the 
Ministers themselves. They are only acces- 
sible when theHouse is sitting, their time 
during other portions of the day being 
wholly taken up. The enterprising news- 
paper man will seize the opportunity of 
accosting the Minister when leaving or en- 
tering the chamber, or if business is light in | 
the House will send in his card with 4 
shoal of others.

SOME OF THEIR PRIVILEGES.

A genuine spirit of camaraderic exists 
amongst the reporters. Politics nor race nor 
creed does not separate them. English 
journalists commingle with ‘French, Con- 
servativea chum with Liberals, and no jars 
disturb the intercourse of that large and 
happy family. At times when the work is 
hard reporters enter a “‘ joint” to lighten 
each other's work, and this mutual inter- 
course sweetens the daily labor.

Britich Revenue Returns. 


British revenue returns for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, show that inalmost every 
department of revenue there has been a de: 
crease, except in the consumption of raisins, 
geneva, foreign wines, and tobacco. Had 
the gross Imperial revenue kept pace with 
the ordinary annual increase of the popula- 
tion the receipts from customs for the last 
year ought to have been nearly half 
million more than they have been. There 
has been a considerable falling off in the 
importation of tea, Thisis partly explained 
by an additional amount of tea having been 
imported last year on the expectation that 
there would be a reductionin duty, There 
is no evidence to show that the consumption 
of tea is decreasing, but there is evi 
to show that the market is altering. Th» 
figures respecting tea are instructive, . 
China tea is gradually being displaced by’ 
Indian teas, Of the latter kind there wa) 
consumed last year £22,500,000 worth 
while there was only £17,840,000 worth ol 
China tea consumed, Ceylon tea is steadi- 
ly decreasing. It now amounts to about 
£12,000,000 in the year, The consumption 
of coffee is steadily declining ; and, what is 
somewhat unusual, the consumption of 
cocoa and chocolate has declined during the 
past year ; 80, too, has the consumption of 
rum, This liquor reached ite higtq 
point of consumption in 1875. In that 
there were 5,400,000 gallons consumed,’ 
when the population was only 82,700,000 
butin 1892 there were 4,268,000 gallons — 
consumed, when the population Was 35,000,- 
000. So that there isa decline of 20 
cent. in the consumption as against sa In: 
crease of 16 per cent. in the popalatioy 
The teetotallers may regard this as ratisfac- 
tory ; but the custom authorities think the 
decline is largely attributable to bad trade, 
Brandy, too, has decressed, but not w 
the sate extent asrum. Whilst strong 
spirits have declined, the consumption of. 
British wines and aerated waters has enore 
mously increased.

the others, Occasionally at such an auction 
everything goes cheap, but not generally. 
The firat thing to do after deciding upon 
euch « sale is to engage an auctioneer who 
noderstands telling farm goods. A man, in 
order to get the most money out of the 
offered for sale, must be well 
the value of auch things, or he 
will strike off the articles at too low a figure. 
He should also have « large personal ac- 
qeaintance with the men in the vicinity so 
as to know who are reliable, and who are 
not. As all edms above five dollars are 
usually considered payable by note, if de- 
sired, this saves the annoyance of having 
irresponsible parties offer notes, as the 
auctioneer could, perhazs, hold for farther 
bidding rather than let a thing go to such a 
mao. After yee | the auctioneer, who 
will have to be conan as ton date for 
the sale, bills should be printed and widely 
pes giving the date and describing 
ty.

Refreshments of.some kind are prams 
provided at noon for those who alten 
The number of men who will be present 
varies, of course, but from seventy-five to 
one hundred may be expected, and an extra 
large sale often calle out twice as many. 
Eapecially should the day be fine, and the 
roads in good condition. The refreshments 
may be anything which may be conveniently 
eaten from the fingers. Sandwiches, 
cheese, a fried oo ae or 
make a good lanch, or biscuits 
* haaaee may be substituted for the 
sandwiches, in which case dried beef, or 
meat of some kind should be added. Paper 
sacks, of suitable size, should be provided 
for the lunches, which should be put up 
early in the day, so as to avoid hurry atthe 
lagt moment. For one hundred men there 
will be needed one hundred biscuits ready 
buttered, or the same number of sand- 
wiches, five pounds of cheese, and the same 
of dried beef, if that is used. Crackers 
may be added as needed. It is best 
to buy a» barrel of them, and so be 
certain to have plenty. Everything should 
be of a nature that will not crush, and 
fried cakes and cookies are to he preferred 
to cake. One of each is sufficient 
for each sack. A baker will furnish the 
entire lanchat adiscount from his regular 
rates, and there is nothing gained in doing 
the baking at home. Five pounds of good 
coffee, if well steeped, should be plenty for 
one hundred men, Put it into cheese 
cloth bags, loosely, and steep in a new 
tin wash boiler, or large tin pails. Season 
the coffee to taste and let it be carried out 
in “pails with the lunch. About fifteen 
gallons will be needed for one hundred 
men. Have several dozen of half pint 
tin cups forthe men to drink from. These 
may be bonght at twenty-five cents per 
dozer, and after they have served their 
urpose they may be sold in half dozen 
[ots if it is not desirable to keep them any 
longer. The lunch is usually eaten oat 
of doors, but a warm dinuer may be pre- 
pared at the same time for the auctioneer 
and any intimate friends or intending pur- 
chasers from a distance. In providing such 
a lunch it is not best to be too economical 
in regard to quality or quantity. A well 
fed crowd means a satisfied crowd, one 
whe will be much more likely to buy at 
good prices than if they were treated in a

The opinion has gained currency that the 
land should be prepared fer permanent 
grastes by summer fallowing it the previoas 
senton, and that it should then be sown in 
the early spring without any other crop 
being sown at the same time. Such a 
course it by no means necessary, although 
when properly done it ia likely to prove 
. but iw costly and unnecessary. 
It in costly besatse of the labor involved. 
The bare fallow will involve as much labor 
at a hoed crop, or nearly as much, withent 
giving any return that searon, and the 
graes crop will give little or no return the 
season that itis sown, It is unnecessary, 
since it will answer quite as well to grow a 
erep of rvots while preparing the land, and 
acropof barley the same season that the 
cragees are town. 

The conditions as to preparation of the 
soil in laying down permanent pastures are, 
elean tillage, enflicient drainage, fine pul- 
verization, and sowing while the land is in 
a friable condition. hen the hoed erop 
of the previous season is properly eared for, 
clean tillage will be secured, The ee 
will, of course, be largely dependent oa the 


| mature of the subsoil. If the land is unduly 


|

; 


wet the better grasses will soon give place 
to these of an inferior quality, and the land 
will poach in wet weather from the tread- 
ing of animals when feeding upon it. Fine 
pulverization is dependent upon the mode 
of preparation and the implementa used, 
aad ts ta, of course, affected by the weather 
at the time, which also has mach to do with 
the friability of the eoil, When the weather 
is unduly moist at the time of sowing the 
seed, the difficulty in securing a fine state 
of pulverization is greatly enhanced. 

Any kind of a hoed crop may precede 
pormanent grasses, but corn is less suitable 
than some other crops, for the reason that 
the reote give trouble at the time of sow- 
ing the following spring. Ifa crop of corn 
has been thus grown the ground should be 

‘deeply plowed as soon as ‘possible after 
its removal to cause the roots the more 
speedity to decay. When field roots pre- 
cede permanent pasture, the ground does 
not of necessity require any plowing after 
the removal of the crop. Careful cultiva- 


tion the following spring will be a sufficient | 


tion. In some respécts it will an- 
awer better than if the land had firat been 
| plowed, for in that case a layer of soil 
| would be brought to the eurface which 
would be intested to a greater extent with 
weed life. A crop of rape might also pre- 
cede permanent pasture, but in such in- 
stances the ground would require to be 
plowed to prevent the rape from growing 
unless in the latitudes where the winters 
were very cold. 

In laying down permarent pastures the 
varieties of grasses and clovers named below 
will be found at least measurably suitable 
to the conditions of Ontario and the states 
which border upon Canada, and the quan- 
tities of seed named will be found sufficient.

Let it be distinctly understood, however, 
that some of these varieties will be found 
less suitable to certain sections than to 
others. For instance, lucern should not be 
sown af all where the subsoil is not dry and 
porous, however suitable the surface soil 
conditions might be, And in some locali- 
ties some other varieties might be substitut- 
ed, In very moist soils redtop might 
serve a batter purpose than meadow foxtail. 
And other kinds may -be found suitable 
When they have been further tried, more 
especially some of the native grasses of the 
continent. Bluegrass is not included in 
the above list since it is indigenous to the 
country, and will soon come in these pas- 
tures in sipsenineng ae without being 
sown, Common clover would answer 
well enongh for a year or two at the first, 
but it would soon die, since it.is a biennial. 
The seeds should be sown as early as 
possible in the spring after the ground has 
become dry enough to work. They may be 
sown with thegrain drill, that is to say 
with the seeder attachment of the grain 
drill, The barley or other grain used 
should be sown thinly. One bushel per 
acre will be found sufficient. Parley is 
preferable to other cereals for the reason, 
first, that it grows quickly and is therefore 
sooner removed after it has done the work 
of providing shade for the young grasses, 
oat for the reason, second, that it stools 
lesa, and is less leafy in its habits of growth 
than some other varieties of grain. It 
should be sown thinly lest it provide too 
mveh shade. Butone bushel of seed per 
acre will usually give a fairly good return 
on soils adapted to permanent pastures, 
All the seeda of the grasses and clovers that 
the seed attachment willsow may be first 
mixed and then sown at the same time as 
the barley, but they should fall behind the

While other nations are endeavoring to 
solve the possibility of « railway through 
Africa or acrows the Andes, or are straggling 
with all their might to solve the problem of 
an open Polar Sea, the Canadian Govern 
ment are every year sending explorers 
through the vast region north of as, men, 
who, in their regular work as geologists 
and surveyors, undergo more hardships and 
dangers than ever Stanley did in the heart 
of Afriwa. Lattle ssid of Canadian ex- 
plorers, nothing much written about them, 
and their annual or biennial expeditions 
are quietly meade with nothing but a few 
parting goodbyes on leaving and a bon voy- 
age from their dearest friends. 

Two yeara ago Wiillam Ogilvie, whose 
name is better known in England as an ex- 
plorer than here on his native soil, explor- 
ed the country bordering on Alaska and 
passed from the Yukon across what was 
supposed to be an impassable water-shed 
into the Mackenzie River, making a jorrney 
of over 3000 miles in less than two years. 

Tyrrell, whose name 
is well-known in Toronto; ts makingan ex- 
ploration from Lake Athabasca eastward 
into Hudson's Bay. The region through 
which he will endeavour to travel is almost 
impassable, quite unknown in character 
even to the natives of that neighborhood, 
and is said to be barren. His chief diffi- 
oulty will be to obtain eufficient food,as the 
length of the trip prevents his carrying sup- 

lies,and the whole country is supposed to be 
evoid of game and fish. Another difficulty 
is that unless he happens to strike some 
river flowing into the bay,near Fort Church 
hill, he may be stranded for the winter on 
= inhospitable western shore of Hudson's 

Another explorer, H. P. Low, has a task 
before him which far exceeds anything that 
has ever been avcomplished in the way of 
exploration, if we except, the journey 
which Dr, Kane made in 1355 down the 
coast of Greenland. 

Mr. Low has undertaken to go through 
the heart of the Labrador peninsula, and 
left Ottawa last June for that purpose. He 
will go to Mistassimic, north of Lake St. 
John, and pass from there northeast to 
Nitchegoon, and then may proceed north 
to Hudson's Strait or eastwards to the La- 
brador Coast. The Labrador country is 
probably the roughest on the face of the 
globe. Travelers who have been up the 
Saguenay or along the north shore of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence can form some idea of 
the mountainous character of the region. 
Mr. Low has no enviable task before him, 
especially as he will have to wiuterin the 
interior of Labrador. He, however, expecta 
to complete the exploration in two years. 

When one attempts to form an idea of 
the labors of these Canadian explorers he 
realbzes that an expedition such as that of 
Stanley in Africa will not bear comparison 
with one such as that being made by Mr. 
Low. Stanley had usually to contend only 


with numbers; he had a large army with 


him; provisions could always be obtained 
and his personal safety was always ensured. 
In one of these Canadian expeditions half- 
a-dozen men start out in a canoe with all 
their belongings and go into a wilderness to 
contend against famine, dangers of running 
rapids and the intense cold of the northern 
winter. There are no way-stations or vil- 
lages to obtain food or supplies, and when 
they do meet natives the latter are ge xer- 
ally starving. Too little credit has been 
given to the small band df Canadian geolo- 
gista and surveyors who every year or two 
at the risk of their lives help to advance the 
welfare of their country by opening up new 
fields and new routes, and we hope that 
such men as Ogilvie will not be lost sight of 
by the Canadian public.

A Remarkable Dam, 

One of the most remarkable dams in the 
world fur height and vonstruction is that by 
which the Vyrnwy River, northern Wales, 
is enabled to supply water to the city of 
Liverpool, some seventy miles distant. In 
building this dam a great trench was at 
first excavated across the valley for a 
length of 1,100 feet, a width of 120 and a 
maximum depth of 60. The masonry was 
started in this trench ; it consists of im 
mense irregular b'ocks of slate, wedged to- 
gether and eninge ag | bedded in Portland 
cement mortar, the faces being formed of 
eut stone blocks fitted together with great 
care, the greatest height of the dam being 
161 feet. Its most remarkable feature is 
the lack ot any channel to carry off floods, 
the surplus in the lake flowing down the 
front of the dam, which is curved to per- 
mit as free a descent as possible and pre- 
vent the formation of eddies at the bottom. 
The lake formed by this main dam _ covers 
from one-quarter to five-eights of a mile 
wide, and holds largely over 12,000,000 
gallons, the aqueduct leading from the in- 
take tower to the distributing reservoir, 
about two miles from the city, is sixty- 
eight miles long and consists principally of 
a large cast-iron pipe line from thirty-nine 
to forty-two inchesin diameter, There are 
a number of reservoirs and tanks along the 
lineand at one place is a great filtering 
plant.

Achenose Pirates Capte : 

~nspt 


indiscriminate Wassacreof The Passengers 
and €rew, 

A Victoria, B. C., special saya ~The 

coast of Achen, a Datch Province, on the 
per of Sumatra, has been infested for 
j months by native pirates, who, in frequent 
encounters, even with Earepeans, ve 
shown themselves to possess nerve as well ae 
cunning. 

Their operations reached a climax on the 
| 4th, when they captured the private steam- 
er of the Chinese Conanl at P 
Twenty-four men aboard were murdered, 
fifteen were seriously wounded and $20,000 
fell into the pirates” hands, 

According to the report brought by the 
steamship “Km of China,” the Consal’s 
steamer left Telok, Semawe, July 31, at 5 
o'clock, and three hours later one of a 
of twelve Achenese, who had embarked as 
passengers, asked the man at the wheel if 
they were then passing Simpang, Olim, 
Receiving an affirmative answer, the Ach- 
enese, who was armed witha klewang, in- 
stantly cut the helmsman down, and a Mr. 
Alexander of Brooklyn, standing near, 
shared the same fate immediately after- 
wards, 

The Achenese then took the helm and 
turned the ship's head towarda shore, 
where she grounded shortly afterwards, 

A genera! massacre along the ship's decks 
followed, passengers and crew being in- 
discriminately slaughtered. 

Capt. Wood, who had beon lying down 
in the cabin, went up aa the sounds of the 
disturbance reached him, and was attacked 
and mortally wounded, He seems to have 
had jest suflicient strength to regain his 
cabin and lock the door. 

Chief ineer Anchant, fortunately for 
him, was in the engine-room, and the 
Achenese called for him to come up. Hav- 
ing heard their cries of ‘ Orang amok !' he 
removed the engine-room ladder and ex- 
tinguished the lights. 

Second Engineer Daptist was sleeping 
when the massacre began, and awoke to see 
his servant kiled. @ put out the light 
in his cabin, opened the door, and, by 
keeping quiet in the dark, saved his life. 

The pirates afterward rashed through 
the saloon, killing as they went and he 
ing themselves to cash, securing about $: 
000 in American movey. 

They then quit the vessel in two of the 
ship's boats, taking with them some of the 
passengers, among them a Javanese Ama- 
cao, two Chinese and two American wo- 
men. “ 

Finding the ship deserted, Anchant came 
ont of the engine-room and fired two 
rockets. He then proposed that he and 
some others should proceed in the ship's 
remaining boats to get the assistance of a 
man-of-war, No sooner, however, was the 
boat lowered, than eighteen passengers, who 
had escaped the pirates and were afraid of 
being left behind, rushed into the boat, 
causing it to sink with the result that all 
were drowned. 

Next morning the Dutch gunboat ‘Ma- 
dura,” which had sighted the signals of dis- 
tress raised by the engineer, came up and 
sent men to take charge of the vessel. 
Shortly after the gunboat steamed away, 
having rescued the persons aboard. 

The Achenese returned drank to renew 
the work of plunder, but met with such a 
reception from the blue-jackets that they 
retreated in haste, with the loss of ten of 
their number. 

At noon the following day the steamer 
“Grasse Van Bylandt”,bound from Edie to 
Telok, stood by and received a part of the 
vessel’s cargo, the remainder of which waa 
discharged on lighters, So the ship may 
get off with the next spring tides. 

The Datch warship started in pursuit of 
the pirates, intending to inflict summary 
punishrient, 

The Achenese were regarded with sua- 
picion when they went a , and were 
searched for weapops, but in vain, It is 
understood now that their weapons were 
rst aboard by a woman, who carried 
some bedding, which was not overhauled.

Pi firmly below where the. art- 
cle is lodged. Another person 
should ron a fork or rake hand'e, 
having the end blont pointed like 

& lomaided pyramid, down the 
animal's throat and gently strike 

the obstruction, each time giving 

the stick a quarter turn that the 
obstruction may be broken. After 

a dozen strokes, prees hard on the 
obstruction, gently turning the 

stick around in both directions, 

remove it and if you find small 

pieces in « hole bored near the 
int of the stick, proceedas before, | 

t will take but a moment to make 

« hole through even a hard apple. 

When this is done, the choking is 

greatly relieved. The obstruction can be 
crushed by heavy outward pressure on the 
windpipe, or by giving a dose of melted 
lard, or cotton-seed oil. Should the ob- 
struction be far down toward the stomach, 
it ia beat to break it up or make a hole 
through it before trying to force into the 
stomach, as the latter often takes a heavy 
pressure to do this, and pressing so hard 
may cause internal injury. It will be ob- 
served that the form of the end of the stick 

prevents any injury to the windpipe.

Don’t imagine 
you can raise any kind of vegetables withont 
the free use of manures, because you have 
a nice piece of black, mucky soil, True 
euch soil has certain advantages. It works 
easily and car be tilled and kept free from 
with a minimum of effort, and at the 
game time it is remarkably fitted for hold- 
ing moisture and withstanding the ill effects 
ofa drought. But don't forget to use 
manure in liberal quantities if you want 
good crops of roots, onions, celery, tettuce,

tables, Itis not always necessary to use 
barn-yard manures. Ashes and dissolved | 
bone or chemical, mineral fertilizers (sup- 
plying horic acid and potash) will) 
often give you as good result on muck as) 
yard manure.

Allat once the acil will pulverize 
become as mellow aa an ash heap 
produce good crops, The plant food, 
heretofore bound up tightly in the great 
lumps, has become available and good crops 
are grown. Don’t imagine, however, that 
the effect ia due to the “plant-foode” which 
you have added by adding muck. The 
muck has simply improved the mechanical 
condition of the clay soil, Clear sands can 
also be improved in texture, as weil as in 
their capacity for helding moisture, by 
addition of mack or mold. Bat ae the 
average muck contains «4 considerable 
amount of nitrogen, we can use it directly 
as 4 manure, where nitrogen is needed, pro- 
vided we find means to make this nitrogen 
available for plant use or can wait until it 
will thus become avatlable naturally in the 
course of time. Some samples of muck 
would have a fertilizing value of 3 per ton 
for their nitrogen alone, if all of it were 
aveilable, Owners of muck beds miss & 
good chance if they refase t6 get out a lot 
of mack and let it become dry. It is an 
admirable absorbent in stables and heo- 
houses, and when used as bedding being « 
rich and effective manure, good for any crop 
which the gardener grows, and for any kind 
of soil. Now, while the swamps are dry, 
is a good time for hauling muck, and in 
Fall, when men and teams are not crowded 
with work, 4 good time to ditch the swamps. 
There are as yet thousands of acres of such 
land, partially or wholly under water 
whieh, with a comparatively inconsiderable 
outlay in money and labor, might be made 
to “blossom likethe rose,” and bring forth 
erops worth hundreds of dollars a year to 
the gardener.

Tee the Harrow. 


t 

I have noticed that wheh a new and bet- 
ter implement is invented or method is dis- 
covered, many of us are apt to make too 
great @ use of it. While using it largely in 
place of the old implement would be wise, | 
there yet remains some use for the old | 
implement ; but we use the new one exclu- 
sively. These are the two extremes, both 
to be avoided—not using the new or im- 
proved method or implement at all, and | 
using it exclusively, Of the two, the first; 
named is the more to be avoided, but the] 
second also is to be avoided. It might be 
thought (and evidently many of us do so 
think—this is evidenced by our actions) that 
if the method or implement is an improved 
(better) one, the more use made of it the 
greater the profit. But it may be better, 
genepally is better, nos for exclusive use, 
but for large use only. The reasoning that 
if a certain amount is good, more is better, 
is not sound. If it were, then a man should 
take all the contents of the medicine bottle 
atone dose. There would not be any room | 
for homeopathy in anything. Not so very 
long ago the diamond or barshare plow was 
used almost exclusively in corn cultivation 
in the West. Some twenty years ago the 
two-horse, two-wheeled, four shoveled 
cultivator was introduced, and 
farmers use it altogether in culti- 
vating corn. It is speedy, easily 
managed, does nice work and has wheels. 
This last clange states a potent reason for 
its wide use. In these days of running 
after machinery, the farm hand does not 
like to use anything that has not wheels. 
Now, while I use the cultivator much 
more than the diamond plow, there -is good 
use, I find, for the diamond plow. Gener- 
ally, f use it only once during the season, 
but I would not forego that use for a con- 
sideration, By using the barshares once, 
I will make ten per cent. more corn on 
the avarage; I will make twenty per cent, 
more ina late, cold, wet season, such as 
we have about one year in three. Time 
was when we thought a good, steel- 
toothed harrow a very goGleieginim 
to use, If it was well svi) > 
good steel teeth, recently sharpened, we 
did not ask for much else in the way of 
implements for preparing cur wheat 
ground; and although, when we sowed 
the wheat, there were many clods to be 
seen, we nevertheless got a good crop- 
as good as we get now. True, our land 
was newer then, but we did not put 
nearly so much work upon it, and we did 
not have the improved varieties we now 
have. While many clods were to be seen 
on our wheat ground then, the clods were 
about allon the surface. While the harrow 
was cutting through clods, or wearing away 
‘on their surfaces, it was continually pull- 
ing up clods and letting fine earth go down. 
Asa result, when we were done harrowing, 
we had a cloddy stirface, but fine, lively 
earth beneath for the wheat tp germinate 
and grow in; while the clods, mellowed 
down by the frost during the Winter, cov- ' 
ered the exposed roots of those plants 
heaved up, and held the snow about the 
plants until the frost did mellow them (the 
clods) down. Now, with our improved im- 
plements, we are apt to have the reverse— 
elods below and fine earth on the surface. 
Nowadays, the disc or smoothing harrow, 
the roller and the drag, are used by many 
exclusively in preparing ground for wheat. 
These are all splendid implements, and 
should be used in “their proper places; 
but they have theirlimitations. The roller 
is atrictly a surface worker. It does not go 
down. If clods are on the surface it may 
erush them, and it may only push them 
down ; if they are below the surface, it has 
no effect upon them: This is true in almost 
as great a degree of the smoothing harrow 
and the drag. The disc harrow works 
deeper. But I have found that though it 
goes over the ground three or four times, 
many clods below the surface will escape. 
This is especially the case when the ground 
is dry. The discs pass over these clods, or 
they slip between the discs; and the discs |

| lift fine carth. but not persistent clods to 


the surface. The result of using these im- 
plements exclusively is that the seed-hed is 
apparently splendidly prepared. It is 
smooth and fine #n the surface. But it is 
When 
wheat is sown in such a seed-bed, many 
grains fail to find the conditions essential to 
germination, and not a few plants succumb, 
Sach a seed-bed may be known ly the drill 
hoes jumping upanddown. Whenever the 
drill hees do not run smoothly and evenly, 
T know the seed-bed is not in good condi- 
tion, no matter how nice the surface looks ; 
and whenever the drill h#es ran smcothly 
and steadily, and I can kick up fresh, fine 
dirt with the toe of my shoe, I know that 
the grain is going into a well prepared seed- 
bed, though the surface 1s quite cloddy. 
And the way to get this well-prepared seed- 
bed is to use the steel-toothed harrow at 
least twice, to pull the clods up to the sur- 
face, and also to help to fine them. —[J. M. 
Stahl, in Prairie Farmer.

A Wonderfal Procession. 


The most unique procession that has 
ever taken place in the world’s history 
marked the opening of the world’s parlta- 
ment of religions at the art institute in 
Chicago on Monday, It was a procession 
that had a world of meaning in it-—one that 
would have been impossible not many years 
ago. Jews marched with Gentiles, and 
Catholics marched with Protestants. The

Von Bergen, of Sweden; Prof. C. N. Cha- 
harar, D. Dharmapalaand P.C, Moosomdar, 
of India; Rev. Augusta Chapin, of 
Chicago; Rev. Alexander D. McKenzie, 
Pung Quang Yu, of China; Dr, E.G, 
Hirch, of Chicago; Miss Jean Siribi and 
Khersedji Laugraua, of Bombay ; Bishop 
Bwarnette and Mrs, Laura Ormiston Chant. 
Even more inspiring was the scene waen the 
vast audience arose and joined in singing 
‘Praise Godfrom whom all Blessings Flow,” 
and later when Cardinal Gibbons led those 
of all nations and all religions in reciting 
the Lord’s prayer.

A Terrible Disensc. 


If England has reason to be afraid that 
pluro-pneumonia might enter the country 
with cattle from Canada, we have infinitely 
more cause to fear that anthrax, a terrible 
disease fatal alike to man and beast, that 
bas broken out in Northumberland and 
other northern counties, may cross to Can- 
ada. So deadly is the plague, experts de- 
clare, that a field in which an affected ani« 
mal has once grazed can never be safely 
used for pasture again, On one large and 
flourishing farm in Northumberland 3% 
cattle and 100 swine died in a few days,and 
the farmer and a laborer are in a precarious 
eonditior. When some of the stomachs of 
the animals were examined no trace of 
poison or other extraneous matter likely to 
cause disease could be found, but the oder 
omitted was offensive beyond description. 
There was no fungi about the farm, while 
the particular field where the cattle were 
first seized consisted to all appearance of 
beautiful pure grass. There is great excite- 
ment in the north of England in consequence 
of the outbreak, the Government experts 
being nonplused in their efforts to fiad a 
cause. The first symptoms are a burning 
thiret, but before the animals can get to 
water they usually droopand die, so sud- 
den is the ailment in its ect.

There is a disposition among many people 
to accuse men and women of culture of a 
certain degree of snobbery which is regarded 
as the outcome of intellectual vanity. They 
are supposed ta be proud of their attain- 


‘ments, wrapped up in their own thoughts, 


regardlessand perhaps contemptuousot those 
who have not enjoyed their advantages,and 
taking pleasure only in the society of a few 
people of simular tastes and habits. Grave 
injustice is done to the great majority of 
intellectual people My such an inference, 
Of course there is such a thing as intellectu- 
al pride and selfish isolation on the part of 
some individuals of this clasa, bat the cases 
of the kind are, fortunately, few and far 
between, People of the stamp referred to 
are seldom broadly or higtly educated, tor 
real culture almost invariably produces 
humility, for the more a man knows the 
better does he realise his own defects and 
the amount of knowledge that exists outside 
of himself~glimpses of the vast area of 
hnowledge yet to be attained. Itis, in fact, 
the ditidence of self distrust, the doubt of 
capacity, the fear of failure, which prevent 
men of superior mental gifts from making 
them more generally usefulin the world. Of 
course there are some among them whose pe- 
euliar abilities are happily productive in the 
aphere of literature and oratory, some who 
are giving out the results of their scientilic or 
historical researches, and ofhers who are 
directly occupied in the work of teaching in 
all its useful and practical departments as 
well asin the higher walke of scholastic life. 
Rat outside of these there is a very large 
number of cultivated men. and women who 
lead comparatively obscure lives and who 
would gladly make them available to raise 
others to a higher level of thought if they 
had sufficient faith in their power to do so.

Thaggee, suromarily defined is, or rather 
was, profession by which, century after 
century, thousands of Indtan males, Brah- 
ining, ae well as Mohammedans, boaund 
themaeleca by the most solemn oaths, and 
under religions ceremonies carried ont with 
the gublimity attaching of old to the Eleus- 
nian Mysteries, to unite in secret societies 
whose pnrpose it waa to punish the human 
race, and thus to merit the approbation of 
Bhowanee, by whem men and women are 
abhorred, This punishment took the form 
of enticing rich travellers to become the 
companions ot armed bands of Thugs, who, 
pretending to be merchants, or soldiers 
seeking service with the Nisam, or with 
Holkar, Scindiah, or others among the 
powerful teudal princes, offered protection 
and companionship to defenceless bunneas, 
or-tradera, to sahoucars (sowcars) or bank- 
ers, to vemindars on the road to big cities 
laden with rupees, bara of silver, or bills of 
exchange, which they had received in pay- 
ment for their crops. Even professional 
robbers, or dacoits, were followed for days 
and nights by wary bodies of Thugs, who 
attacked and murdered them when a con- 
venient «pot in the road or jungle was 
reached, and robbed them of their plander. 

All this homicide was wrought by the 
simple agency of a silk handkerchief flang 
from behind over the head and throat of a 
victim, who was 


INSTANTANEOUSLY STRANGLED, 


and in most cases his or hor neck dislocated 
by the dexterows application of the bhuttote 
or strangler’s knuckles, under the victim's 
ears. Ono essential preliminary to the 
successful and undetected perpetration of 
ali these countless crimes was that the 
lugghaes, or grave diggers, attached to each 
band of Thugs were sent in advance by the 
commanding officer—the organization of 
these bands waa strictly military—to an 
indicated spot some miles ahead, in order 
to prepare the grave for the victims about 
to be mardered, Great skill was shown in 
selecting a fitting spot for the execution of 
the murders and the preparation, of the 
grave, #0 that no evidence of the crime 
should meet the eye. The spot selected 
was often on the edge of a bushy stream, 
.where the unconscious victim was asked to 
deacend from the vehicle in which he was 
travelling, so as to lighten the load of the 
bullocks or horses which had to climb the 
high bank on the other side. Searcely had 
the poor wretch’s foot touched the ground 
before the deadly handkerchief was round 
his neck, and the foul deed was aocomplish- 
ed, The burying party then ran, forward, 
caught up the body, and carried it to the 
grave prepared for it, either among the 
bushes or rocks, or in the bed of the stream. 
Every ember of the murdered man’s party 
or escort, including women and children, 
was killed simultaneously, by other bhat- 
totes, or stranglers, and within a few min- 
‘utes the bodies of all were buried together 
in one long and deep grave, into which huge 
rocks were flung, to prevent the keen-scent- 
ed jackals from burrowing down and de- 
vouring the prey. 

The murderous band of robbers then be- 
took themselves once more to the road after 
adelay of & few minutes, and such was 
their knowledge of the country in which 
they were operating that, under the dexter- 
ous guidance of their leaders, pursuit was

of Earepe, 

With very few exosptions it is not diffi- 
cult to ascertain the professed religious 
opinions of the sovereigns or chief rulers of 
Europe. The following are Roman Catho- 
lics: the Emperor of Austria ; the Kings of 
Italy, Portugal, Belgium, Bavaria, Saxony, 
and Wurtembarg ; the King of Spain (if at 
seven years old he has religious opinions), 
the King of Roumania, and the Prince of 
Bulgaria; although in some instances a 
large majority of their subjects are. Protest- 
ants, and in the last two cases belong to 
the Greek Church. The Princesa of Monaco 
and Leichtenstein are probably Roman 
Catholics, and the President of the French 
Republic, Of Protestant sovereigns there 
are Victoria, Queen of Great Britain and 
Ireland, of the Anglican Episcopal Church ; 
the Emperor of Germany, of the Evangeli- 
cal Church, a sort of compromise between 
Lutheranism and Calvinism; and the re- 
maining minor German Sovereigns are much 
the same; the Prince of Waldeck; the 
Grand Dukes of Oldenberg, Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Baden,and 
Heese; the Dukes of Saxe-Coburg and 
(iotha, Anhalt, and Brunswick. In Den- 
mark the King is Lutheran, as is also the 
King of Sweden and Norway ; but in these 
three countries the Lutheran Church is 
Episcopalian. In Holland the young Queen, 
who is twelve years old, belongs to the 
Dutch Reformed Church. In the State of 
Luxemburg the people are nearly all Roman, 
or German, that is Old, Catholics ; but the 
Grand Dake is of the great Protestant house 
of Naszau, as was his predecessor, the late 
King of Holland.
